MOUNT VESUVIUS 
‘CRATER GOES DARK 
FOLLO WING QUAKES 


Fails to Glow at) Night as 
Usual and Scientists Want 
to Know Why. 


By the Associated Press. 
NAPLES, Italy, Jan 21.—Ancient 


Vesuvius presented a new problem 
to scientists today after growlings 
and explosions .last -night. The 
problem is: Why has Vesuvius’ 
light gone out? 

No one was hurt by last night's 


demonstration which consisted of 
a light earthquake shock and loud 
explosive noises “and rumblings 
underground. 

As soon as the explosions ceased 
the crater, which always has been 
agiow at night by internal fires, 
had become dark, and remained 
that way. Scientists today began 
an investigation to learn why. 

An observatory, a military police 
barracks, a convent, a railroad and 
a hotel on the volcano’s side 
“moved,” reports.said, during the 
disturbance, but remained upright. 
Their construction saved them, 
observers said. The motion of the 
movement was perpendicular and 
they were actually lifted up and 
set down again. 

Many of the occupants were 
asleep at the time, but they va- 
cated the buildings afterward and 
huddled on the mountain. : 

Attendants at the observatory 
worked through the night, but 
learned little except that the epi- 
center of the quake was within, or 
under, the mountain and it appar- 
ently affected only a small! area. 

The rumblings continued two 
hours.

LYTTON STRACHEY, 
NOTED WRITER OF 


HOGRAPHES; DIES 


Author of “Queen Victoria” 
and Other“ Studies Suc- 
cumbs in England After 
Several Weeks ’Iliness.

“INKPEN, BERKSHIRE, En- 
gland, Jan. 21.—Lytton Strachey, 
orc of the most prominent  bio- 
graphers of his time, died here to- 
day after an illness of many weeks 

He was 51 years old. 

Strachey, author of:a number of 
widely read biographies, including 
“Queen Victoria” and “lizabeth 
and Essex,” was taken ill with 
paratyphoid fever last December. 
He was confined to his home at 
Marlborough, but although the ill- 
ness was serious his doctors said at 
the time that there was no imme- 
diate cause for anxiety. 

Strachey was the son of Gen. Sir 
Richard Strachey. His mother, 
Lady Jane Strachey, is considered 
one of the brilliant women of En- 
giand’s older generation. St. Lo 
Strachey, editor of the London 
Spectator, was his coysin. 

Strachey was of scholarly, aristo- 
cratic appearance with the tall, 
thin figure and long narrow face 
becoming to the cloistered thinker. 
He wore a great red beard. 

it took him three years to, write 
“Victoria,” which was published in 
1921 and had a huge circulation. Its 
predecessor was a _  coliection of 
sketches which bore the title “Em- 
inent Victorians.” In 1928 “Eliza- 
beth and Essex” was published and 
in the summer of 1931 he launched 
“Portraits in Miniature.” . 

Strachey’s fame came for his 
vivid historical biographies. He 
was a mild “débunker,” one of the 
first of his kind, but his realism 
was so subdued compared to some 
extremists that his works were 
considered almost conservative. 

His best writing was done in hu- 
manizing Victorian England. . He 
was credited with making Queen 
Victo a living person and En- 
gland kttows: more about her be- 


He was educated at Trinjty Col- 
lege, Cambridge. His early works 


Strachey engaged in a literary 
tilt with “Gioomy” Dean Inge of St. 
Paul's Cathedral on the subject of 
Queen Elizabeth's parentage.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 21.~—Au- 
thorities advanced a witchcraft the- 
ory today in the mysterious murder

church: worker. Weird symbols 
were found. carved on Bechtel’s 
forehead. 
~ ‘The man, found dying early yes- 
terday on a vacant estate in the 
Germantown section, was a native 
of Boyertown, Pa., and spent his 
youth in a region of “hexes” and 
“hex doctors.” 

It was at first thought the man 
had been brutally clubbed so as to 
make his features unrecognizable. 
He was stabbed i2 times. 

‘Last night, however. examination 
of Bechtel’s body at the morgue 
brought to light curicsus markings 
on his forehead. 

Small crescents had been cut on 
‘each side of his forehead and a 
horizontal cut about one inch long 
was under each crescent. Another 
cut, starting just below the hairline, 
ran straight down to the bridge of 
the nose and two others ran diag- 
onally upward from each eyebrow. 

Police said the killer had delib- 
erately marked his victim with a 
razor blade or scalpel. 


The wounds which caused Bech-’ 


tel’s death were unusual. He had 
been killed, police said, by one 
powerful thrust of a slim- bladed 
instrument that ripped through his 
overcoat, through his spectacle 
case and into his heart. His cloth- 
ing then had been opened, detec- 
tives said, and the weapon plunged 
seven more times in a small circle 
around the heart. 

The victim was founda few 
hours after he had driven Miss 
Eleanor Temple and Robert Ross 
to their homes ffom_ a church 
meeting. His automobile was not 
found until abozt 12 hours later. 
Police think the killing occurreé in 
the car and Bechtel was left to die.

The ‘f%compromise,” as 
arranged by the Senate and 
House conferees, was that the 


House should have formal credit 
for originating the bill and the 
Senate should have the credit for 
writing the most important provi- 
sions. The Senate, under its rules, 
cannot vote on the conference re- 
port until tomorrow, which means 
that the bill will not reach the 
President until late tomorrow or 
Saturday. 

President Hoover today asked 
Congress to. appropriate 3500,- 
000,000 to enable the reconstruc- 
tion Corporation to begin function- 
ing as soon ag the authorization 
bill is approved. 

Under the leadership of Senators 
Glass of Virginia and Bulkley of 
Ohio, both Democrats, the Senate 
conferees successfully defended the 
Senate provision that obligations of 
the proposed corporation should 
not be discounted or purchased by 
Federal Reserve banks, The House 
bill specifically authorized Federai 
Reserve banks to make such dis- 
counts and purchases. 

to Benefit Named. 

The House conferees also receded 
on the House provision that “oth- 
er bona fide financial institutions” 
not specifically named in the bill 
could borrow from the Federal 
credit organization. The Senate 
had struck out this provision in 
the committee biH on the theory 
that assets of the privately operat- 
ed Nationat Credit . Corporation, 
another administration creation, 
might “unload” its paper on the 
Federal insttiution. In lieu of the 
words, “other bona fide financial 
institutions,” the conferees substi- 
tuted .“mortgage loans companies, 
credit unions, Federal land banks, 
joint stock land banks and inter- 
mediate credit banks.” 

As drafted by the conferees, the 
ineasure will allow the corporation 
to replace unliquid collatcra] with 
eash in loxans to the following 
classes of business:

Ai@ for Closed Banks. 

The conferees rewrote parts of 
the Senate and House bills to har- 
mionize conflicting prévisions ‘on 
the. same points. The Senate re- 
stricted loans to closed banks 
which were solvent, or nearly so, 
for the purpose of reorganization. 
The House bill included closed in- 
stitutions in the process of liquida- 
tion. The conference agreed to au- 
thorize loans up to $200,000,000 to 
closed banks.

Willard’s Statement. 


Daniel Willard, chairman of the 
Presidents’ committee of nine, 
plunged at once into a statement 


"saying that in 1931, 72 companies 
failed by $90,000,000 to meet their 
fixed charges.

COERCION ALLEGED 

BY DEFUNCT BANKS 


Letter to Committee Tells 
of Pressure Used in Sell- 
ing Forign Bonds, ‘‘Ad- 
vice” by Examiners.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—A re- 
port that Wall street is chuckling 
over “a fast one” which the inter- 
national bankers are said to have 
“put over’ on the Senate commit- 
tee investigating foreign loans, was 
being checked up today by Senator 
Hiram Johnson, and there is every 
liklihood that some of the bankers 
will be recalled to the witness stand 
to tell whether they perpetrated 
the hoax attributed to them. 


The story which reached Sena- 
tor Johnson yesterday is that, when 
the bankers learned they would be 
asked to give the amount of short 
term German credits held by their 
respective institutions, they ar- 
ranged to shift them from one to 
another, so that, on the particular 
day when any banker testified, he 
would be able to say truthfully that 
his bank held only a modest 
amount of the credits. : 

Johnson is particularly interested 
in the testimony of Winthrop W. 
Aldrich, president of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank. His statement that 
his bank held only $71,000,000 of 
the German credits furnished a dis- 
tinct surprise to the Senate com- 
mittee, which had understood the 
sum to be in the neighborhood of 
¢200,000,000. If Johnson obtains 
any confirmation of the story that 
credits were shifted to mislead the 
committee, he will recall the bank- 
ers, and they may be assured of an 
extremely unpleasant time. 

A vigorous denial that credits) 
were shifted by the Chase Bank in* 
the manner described, was made 
today by Aldrich. He declared that 
his testimony before the commit- 
tee constituted a frank description 
of the bank’s holdings. Neverthe- 
less, Johnson declared that officials 
of the bank would be questioned 
eoncerning the story, which has 
gained wide currency, 

Coercion Is Alleged. 

The California Senator also has 
received letters from: the officials 
of some small defunct banks, stat- 
ing that they were ywirtually com- 
pelled by large New York invest- 
ment houses to purchase allotments 
of foreign bonds, and that subse- 
quent defaults on the bonds caused 
the banks to fail. Johnson also has 
been told that in’ some instances 
small bankers were told by WNa- 
tional Bank exuminers that they 
had “too much local paper” and 
should “diversify” their accounts 
by purchasing foreign bonds. 

The Senator is seeking to get 
this evidence on record. Some small 
bankers have exhibited unwilling- 
ness to testify, expressing fear of 
reprisals, but Johnson is hopeful of 
finding one with sufficient resolu- 
tion—or desperation—to come for-, 
ward and teil his story under oath. 
Officials of investment houses have 
denied that they employed coercion 
in disposing of the bonds. 

As to Cuba and Haiti. 

Senator King (Dem.), Wtah, a 
member of the investigating com- 
mittee, announced last night that 
he purposes to have the committee 
inquire into the circumstances un- 
der which American loans were 
made to Cuba and Haiti. He said 
he had considerable information on 
the subject, including the charge 
that it was largely to safeguard 
the Haitian loan, made by New 
York bankers, that United States 
Marines wére sent to that country. 

During the inquiry last week, 
Senator King asked one banker it 
he knew whether $4,000,000 of a 
$100,000,000 loan to the Cuban Gov- 
ernment had gone into the pocket 
of the dictator President, Machado. 
The witness said he didn’t know, 
and King announced his determina- 
tion to pursue the subject later. 

Three Nations Favor Inquiry. 

The strange spectacle was pre- 
sented today of thme Latin-Amer- 
ican nations—Chile, Peru and Haiti 
—formally asking the Senate to 
investigate the results of American 
“dollar diplomacy” in those coun- 
tries. The Chilean Ambassador and 
the Haitian Minister in Washing- 


ton have requested the committee } 


to investigate fully the cifeum- 
stances under which their respec- 
tive Governments obtained Amer- 
ican loans, and the National As- 
sembly of Peru has made a similar 
request. The petitions are mgde 
through the State Department, 
which gave its official assent to the 
lgans.

At the same time, while point- 
ing out the opposition of the Amer- 
ican Congress either to a downs 
ward revision of the debts to this 
country or to further delay in their 
payment, the Government has not 
closed all avenues to American 
leniency. 


If the European nations agree 
among themselves on steps toward 
righting their economic affairs, it 
is possible that this country would 
listen sympathetically to an appeal 
for further debt postponement. 
This Government does not see 
any logic in any possible combina- 
tion of the debtor nations for the 
presentation to America of a joint 
plea for war debt 
postponement. It considers that 
the ability or inability of any of 
the European nations to pay as a 
proposition which must stand on 
its own feet and be dealt with sep- 
arately. A few weeks ago Secre- 
tary Stimson, in a memorandum to 
France, outlined formally this 
American policy, which has been 
maintained throughout all discus- 
sions of inter-governmental debts. 
In his special message to Con- 
gress on foreign relations Presi- 
dent Hoover said it was obvious 
that some of the nations would be 
unable to pay their indebtedness in 
full to the United States until eco- 
nomic conditions improved. To be 
prepared for any decision which 
might become necessary he recom- 
mended the recreation of the 
World War debt funding commis- 
sion. Thus far, however, there has 
been no move toward doing this.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—The City 


of New York and bankers have 
solved the city’s financial difficul- 
ties—temporarily, at least. 

i Corporate stock notes to the 
amount of $100,000,000 wil] be un- 
derwritten and issued by a bank- 
ing group headed by J. P. Morgan 
& Co., and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
Meanwhile the money will be 
placed immediately at the city’s 


disposal in order that municipal 
obligations falling due within the 
next few days can be met. 

The same banking group also 
agreed to establish a revolving 
credit fund of $150,000,000 to be 
drawn on by the Comptroller when- 
ever needed. é 

Thomas H. Lamont of the Mor- 
gan firm, said the stock notes 
probably would be issued in de- 
nominations ranging upward from 
$100. 

Another important step toward 
giving the city financial relief was 
the passage by the New York State 
Legislature of a bill amending the 
city charter to permit New York 
to issue $200,000,000 in corporate 
stock notes of five-year duration. 

In the Legislature, the Republic- 
and leader, Senator George’  R. 
Tearon, said that his party was 
eager to serve “the.true interests 
of New York” and he pointed out 
that the value of the real property 
in the city was vastly greater than 
its debt. 

“Undoubtedly,” he said, “there 
has been waste, extravagance, and 
perhaps worse in the Government 
of New Yerk City. Undoubtedly, 
if these conditions are allowed to 
continue, the time may come when 
the credit of the city will be im- 
paired. It is to be hoped that the 
present emergency will at least be 
considered as an illustration of 
what might happen’if the city 
budget is allowed to increase with 
the dazzling speed with which it 
has grown during the past several 
years.”’ 


ALDERMANIC GROUP OPPOSES 
MORGANFORD WIDENING PLAN 


Committee to Recommend Ordi- 
nance Be Killed; New Measure 
May Be Introduced. 

The Streets Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen voted yester- 
day to recommend that a proposed 
ordinance for the widening of Mor- 
ganford road, from Arsenal street 
to the southern city limits, be 
killed when the bill comes before 
the Board of Aldermen tomorrow. 

Aldermen Neu told the commit- 
tee that property owners;in the 
Twelfth and Thirteenth Wards ob- 
ject to the expense of the widening 
at this time. At the suggestion of 
Alderman Studt, the committee 
recommended that a new ordinance 
for the widening of Morganford 
from Gravois avenue to the city 
limits be introduced. 

The ordinance now pending pro- 
vided for widening the street to 
80 feet ,and included plans for a 
depressed roadway through Tower 
Grove Park to connect with Tower 
Grove avenue. The proposed road- 
Way was designed for the use of 
business vehicles, which are not 
permitted on park drives. 


The Streets Committee decided 
fo make a personal survey of 
South Fourteenth street, from 


Chouteau avenue to Allen avenue, 
before acting on a bill to repeal 
the ordinance for the widening of 
the street. Property owners have 
proiested against the expense of 
the proposed widening, on which 
the city has spent $27,000 in con- 
demnation proceedings.

The judgments were entered during 
Miller's term and the terms of his 
predecessors, Howard Sidener and 
Lawrencs McDaniel. 

‘The report also lists $119,200 in 
bonds in felony cases, as of Dec. 31, 


which have been declared forfeited 
but not yet reduced to judgment. 
These forfeitures all occurred dur- 
ing Miller’s term. 

Bond judgments against twelve 
different sureties in 17 cases, ag- 
gregating $44,200, have been writ- 
ten off by Miller as uncollectible. 
He had carried them as potential 
sources of revenue in previous re- 
ports. Chief among these items 
are two $10,000 bonds, furnished 
for Tony Guarino in robbery cases 
by Giovanni Lo Lordo. Miller re- 
ports that Lo Lordo is dead and 
his estate closed. Guarino, the re- 
port states, was sentenced to 11 
years in the penitentiary. 

Seven Sureties Pay $5082. 
During 1931, Miller shows, $5082 
was paid by seven sureties in as 
many different cases where for- 
feitures had been entered. Added 
to collections in Miller’s two previ- 
ous years in office, this made a to- 
tal of $309,832 realized. Proceeds 
of bond forfeitures go to the Board 
of Edecation except for a small 
fee to the Circuit Attorney in office 
at the time the forfeiture was re- 
duced to judgment. 

Copies of the report have been 

furnished Gov. Caulfield, the 
Judges of the criminal division of 
Circuit Court, the Judges of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, Sher- 
iff Strodtman, Chief of Police 
Gerk, counsel for the Board of 
Education and Sidener and Mc- 
Daniel. The report is not concerned 
with misdemeanor bonds in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, Po- 
lice Court bonds or common law 
bonds. 
Miller has asked the courts to re-

against whom forfeitures are stand- 
ing. Thus, he explained, worthless)!

The outstanding unsatisfied judg- 
ments are in 194 items, but they | 
involve only 39 different persons as 
sureties, since some of the sureticas, 
particularly professional bondsimen, 
jare shown with more than one for- 
feiture.

LOUIS A. WALTKE ESTATE

$500,000 Interest in Trust Estate

Included. 


An inventory of the estate of 
Louis Alvin Waltke, investment 
broker, was filed in Probate Court 
today by the administrator: under 
his will, listing property valued at 
$233,294. The priacipal assets con- 
sist of bonds carried at $113,266 
and corporation stock valued at 
$91,226.

FINANCING FOR 
NEEDY FARMERS 


Agriculture Office Under 
ihecisdirgitinn + hela 
Will Lend to Those With 
No Collateral, No Credit. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.-—-A type 
of farm relief never heard of hbe- 
fore—direct financing of crops for 
the farmer who ‘has neither col- 
lateral nor crédit—will be under- 
taken by the Department of Agri- 
culture under the $50,000,000 
Smith amendment to the recon- 
struction corporation bill. 

-Senate.and House conferees ac- 
cepted: the. “rider” by. Senator 
Smith (Dem.), South Carolina, dur- 
ing their last hours of work on the 
Government’s new credit machine, 
‘in preference to the House measure 
which would have distributed the, 
fund through the CONANT, tarm 
loan agencies. 

It means that as soon as’ Con- 
ress appropriates the $500,000,000 
for loans to the nation’s financial 
institutions, $50,000,000 of it will 
become immediately available to 
the Secretary of Agriculture to lend 
as he sees fit to that.vast army 
of farmers in distressed areas who 
always have been cut off from; 
Federal assistance because they 
had not the physical property to 
guarantee repayment. 

There is only one requirement— 
the farmer so assisted shall give 
the Government a first lien on the 
crop to be planted. He will not 
need to go to a local credit associa- 
tion to get his money or do any of 
the usual dozen or more things re- 
quired of the farm borrower who 
has sufficient capacity to borrow 
through the usual credit. channels. 
His loan will come directly from 
the Department of Agriculture to 
his own hands and when his crop 


back the amount.of the loan from 
the’ first money received. 
. The fund will be administered 


seed, feed and fertilizer appropria- 
tions for drouth and storm swept 
regions. 

Senator Smith sees in it the 
eventual possibility of a perma- 
nent revolving fund supplementing 
or perhaps supplanting entirely the 
almost annual storm and drouth 
relief bills. 

The main thing right now, he 
says, is to get funds into the hands 
of destitute farmers whose banks 
or merchants have cut off their 
credit and who face the _ spring 
planting season without a dollar. 
To him, it is a question of financ- 
ing their self-help or allowing them 
to become a burden on society 
through no fault of their own. 
Loans ‘from the 60,000,000 will 
not be made to farmers who pos- 
sibly can get help from any other 
source. 

Farm leaders in Washington 
have expressed the hope and some 
the belief that in its final admin-- 
istration the fund will become per- 
manent in the Department of Agri- 
culture, where the repayment of 
capital and interest might grad- 
ually build up a reserve of suf- 
ficient: proportions to take care of 
major catastrophies without the 
necessity of future congressional 
appropriations’ and the contingent 
task of turning the money back-to 
the Federal Treasury.

DECLARES ANCIENT TUNNELS 
HONEYCOMB STATE OF OAXACA 


Professor Says They Were Used by 
Warriors for Con ication 
Between Cities. 

By the Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, Jan. 21.—A dec- 


laration that ancient tunnels honey- 
comb much of the western half of 


the State of Oaxaca, where last 
week a large cache of treasure was 
found ‘in an ancient tomb, was 
made today by Prof. Ramon C. Ro- 
bles, pure Mixteca Indian, who is 
Federal inspector of schools for the 
State of Oaxaca. 

The professor declared that old 
Mixtecan hitroglyphics tell of tun- 
nels connecting all the principal 
Mixteca cities and fortresses with 
the capital and royal city of Tilan- 
tongo. He said the longest of these 
tunnels was more than 30 miles. 
They were built, he said, for protec- 
tion and quick communication by 
warriors between the principal 
cities, and one or two of them have 
been explored partly. The others 
have caved in during various earth- 
quakes or their entrances have 
been hidden by the action of nature 
or the elements. 

The professor also declared that 
the ancient Mixtecans, who were 
the finest goldsmiths known to 
Western civilization, had an art of 
mixing metals with juices of herbs 
which rendered these metals so pli- 
able they could be molded like clay. 
This, he says, is the way the pres- 
ent treasures found at Monte Al- 
ban were fashioned, as he declares 
these golden bracelets, earrings and 
necklaces bear no evidence of hav- 
ing been beaten into shape.

Real estate men, meeting at Ho- 
tel Jefferson in the midwinter 
business session of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards, 
turned their attention today to con- 
sideration of interest rates, ap- 
praisals, building. management and 
other problems of their industry. 

Taxation was the principal sub- 
ject at the opening session yester- 


ing of real estate owners there was 
formed a pr-vperty owners’ division 
of St. Louis Real Estate Exchange, 
which will seek to shift some of the 
tax burden now carried by real es- 
tate to other forms of wealth.

did not sail. He will go later. 

Swanson, in an interview, said 
he was “hopeful” of the outcome, 
but would not go so far as to de- 
scribe himself as “‘optimistic.” ‘I 
still have faith in the wisdom and 
good sense of the world,” he said. 
Then he paused. “If not, Lord 
knows what will happen,” he con- 
cluded. 

For three hours before the sail- 
ing, the liner was a scene of shift- 
ing groups of delegates, an unof- 
ficial party of 20, farewell com- 
mittees, passengers and -friends. 
When the last visitor had left and 
the liner pulled slowly away from 
the pier, a seaplane piloted by 
Ruth Nichols circled overhead and 
dipped in salute.
